MR, MoGEE ELEOTED. 


The conteat in Montreal Weat botween Mr. 
McGee and Mr, Devlin for tho House of Com- 


mons has terininated in the roturn of Mr. 


MoGee, by a majority of 262, The result of 
this election was anticipated as marking an 


approval of the stand taken by Mr. McGee 


upon the Fenian question. His attompt to 
fasten the crime ot Fenianism upon his op- 
ponent, Mr, Devilin, has been a sigoal failure, 


as bo has not produced any of the documents 


promised, and the balance of his letters did 
not contain evidence enough to put upon trial, 
let alone to convict, a man of petty larceny, 
whilo Mr. McGee tried to brand his opponent 
with the high orime of treason, Tho corres- 
pondeat of the Globe says: 

“The majority of Mr. McGee at the close of the 
poll at 5 o'clock was only 262. After the annqnuce- 
ment a mob of some 200 of the Devlin arly arrived 
opposite the Mechanics’ Hull, and tore down the 
statement of! the Fee A riot then commenced, 'a 
shower of stones being directed at the Hall, the win- 
dows in front were broken, A free fight then took 

Jace in the streets, and the mob was kept ont of the 
Hall, where Mr. McGee was, by revolver shots tired 
from inside of the door. 

It turns ont that in the riot to-day, nearly all the 
lower windows im the Mechanica’ Hull were broken 
Several parties were very badly beaten, served or 
ojght shots fired, and one man named P. Doneban 
‘wus shot in the arm, but not. very eeriously, and an- 
other in the heel. Five or aix parties were arrested 
for disturbing the peace, and will be arraigned tu- 
morrow. Mostof them had clubs in their possession. 
Mr, Devlin had a meeting Jn the evening, and de- 
clured that he considered his defeat a victory, baving 
4 majority on second day's polling, though a minority

tion, In every great party, and espeolally in 
that which professes freedom of thought and 
liberty of action, great latitude must be al- 
lowed for n divergence of sentiment on many 
topics, and great oharity and skill must bo exé 
ercised ig order to reconcile snd harmoniso 
confllotioPopinions. Every party leader who 
wishes to keep the reins of power must not 
only act upon these principles, but he must 
have an onlarged sympathy with human nature, 
understanding its frailties ns well as its virtues, 
and controlling both for the publio weal. ‘The 
statesman must take the world as he finds it, 
not as ho would have it, and govern it accord- 
Ingly, and if he leayos it better than he found 
it, he proves both his wisdom and his virtue, 
Wo ask our readers whether such skill and 
judgment have been exercised by somo of those 
who have assumed to lend the groat Liberal 
Party of Canada? If, as is assorted, those

On tho wost side of 
the lake, there aro Knowlton and Sargont’s 
Landings, situated in o bay of the greatest 
beauty, about three miles in oxtont; and, 
at the outlet of the lako, tho lovely village 
of Magog, with tho highest mountain peak 
in Lowor Canada as a back-ground.

merchandise, have beon issued by tho See 
rotary of tho Troasury, to take offoot on the 
first of Ootober noxt. Ono of tho main 
points in them, is that tho oxportor, instoad 
of filing an entry at tho Custom: house, is 
permitted to filo a notice of shipment des 
oribing the goods, and stating where thoy 
aro to be doposited, upon whioh whoy * x 
amined by a proper inspector, who wil re 
‘ort in dotail, Several notices may bo file 
or difforont lota of goods shipped on tho 
samo vossel, and within ton days aftor ibe 
Joaving of tho vessel the ontry must bo f r 
at the Custom-house, covering tho goods 
shipped.
